A partial document 
recovered from an Arakyd Industries data storehouse on Vulpter 
reveals that her parents, Galen and Lyra Erso, were researching 
energy creation and storage for Arakyd. We have two other official 
records of Jyn Erso: a residence permit from Coruscant issued in the 
first year of the Empire and a visitor's permit for the Outer Rim
